The state closed the 
school in 1970. 

A previous grant from the 
AHC in 2020 was used to 
begin renovations on five 
classrooms.

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Elba City Council votes to end FEMA flood 
buyout project from 2015 Christmas Flood

During the Elba City 
Council meeting Monday 


evening, Oct. 10, council’ 


members approved a motion 
to end the FEMA flood buy- 
out program of homes from 
the 2015 Christmas flood 
in Elba. The reason cited to 
end the buyout program was 
lack of funds to continue. 
Code enforcement offi- 
cer Bryson Dear reported 


| that 41 structures had been 


purchased in the FEMA 

buyout project, and 40 of 

those structures had been 

demolished. He said the one 

that had not been destroyed 

yet had just recently been 
hased. 


“Tt has been a pretty sub- 
stantial project,” Dear said. 
“In many cases demolition 
has cost us much more than

anticipated.” 

He added that higher 
demolition costs for many 
was due to asbestos in the 
structure. 

City clerk Sally Bane 

added that to date Elba has 
expended $682,176.06 in 
local match funds on the 
FEMA buyout project. She 
said the overall cost of the 
project had been approxi- 
mately $3.7 million. 
' Early on in the project, 
Dear said the homes being 
purchased and demolished 
with the project were those 
that received major damage 
and were owner-occupied. 
Now, however, he said 
the project is down to the 
homes that received only 
minor damages and were 
renter occupied. 

Beyond the Tier 1 homes 
— the major damage, owner 
occupied homes — Dear said

he feels the project has hurt 
the city more than anything 
because of the substantial 
costs and by abandoning 
homes that might could 
have been saved. 

At this point in the proj- 
ect, Dear said he was not 
a fan of the FEMA: buyout 
program, and recommend- 
ed the city consider ending 
that project. He said he felt 
like he could better serve 
the city in utilizing code 
enforcement for structures 
rather than the buyout pro- 


gram. 

After a lengthy discus- 
sion, council member 
Johnathan Lockett made a 
motion to end the FEMA 
flood buyout project from 
the 2015 flood. Council 
member Jane Brunson 
supplied a second to the 
motion, and it passed by 
unanimous consent.

*** The Elba Tigers survived an early scare and 
remained unbeaten last week with a wild 62-28 region 
road win over Georgiana. Elba appeared headed for an 
easy win after jumping out to an early 14-0 win, but made 
a couple of mistakes that let the Panthers pull even at 
14-14 and needed a second half explosion to pull away and 
improve its record to 7-0. The game was filled with big 
scoring plays by both teams, including a 65-yard run and a 
90-yard run by Elba speedster Alvin Henderson. However, 
the key play in the game came on the second half kickoff 
when the Tigers, clinging to a slim 21-14 lead, pulled off 

a successful on-sides kick to open the half and were able 
to stretch their lead as they regained command and never 
looked back. Alvin Henderson ran for over 400 yards and 
five touchdowns in the win and Cayden Adkins scored 
on both offense and defense to help lead the Tigers to the 
win, while placekicker Alex Wisecup displayed a variety 
of short kickoffs that befuddled the Panthers and added 
eight of nine extra points. The game was a little scarier that 
many had thought, but it was a win on the road and one the 
Tigers needed in their quest for a region title. 

*** Tt wasn’t the best of weeks for the teams in the area 
unless you wear the blue and orange of Kinston as the 
Bulldogs were the only team to post a win. 

Kinston kept its slim playoff hopes alive with an 

impressive 35-0 road win over Red Level to improve 
its region record to 2-3 and in the last two weeks has 
outscored two region opponents by a combined score 
of 82-13. Its three losses were to region leaders Elba, 
Brantley and Georgiana, which gives the Bulldogs fans 
hopes they can make a late run and advance to the post- 
season for the second straight year. 
_ New Brockton continued its struggles in a 56-7 region 
road loss to Straughn and even the biggest Gamecock fans 
have their fingers crossed that the team can avoid a win- 
less season. ‘Brockton has scored only 71 points in seven 
losses this season while allowing over 40 points a game, 
and unless it can turn things around in a hurry could be 

. headed for its first winless season since way back in 2000. 

Zion Chapel kept it close until midway through the third 
quarter in a disappointing 34-12 region loss to Geneva 

' County. The Rebels battled on every play and trailed 16-12 
in the third quarter, but for the second straight week gave 
out of gas late in the game and slipped to 2-5 on the season 
with three quality opponents left on the schedule. 

*** The high school season is winding down quickly 
and this week I thought I’d take a look at some of the 
teams in the area that have made headlines over the past 
eight weeks. In Class 1A, the surprise team has been the 
Florala Wildcats. The ‘Cats own a 6-1 record after last 
week’s 72-38 romp over McKenzie and during their mid- 

season five game winning streak have averaged over 40 
"points a game as they seek a trip back to the playoff after 
"a one-year absence. In Class 2A., Highland Home is off 
to an 8-0 start for the first time since 1983 and last week 
didn’t break a sweat in a 36-14 win over Barbour County. 
The Flying Squadron has surrendered almost 16 points 
a game, which is a surprise, but is brimming with confi- 

-dence and averages over 35 points a game. In Class 3A, 
Opp strolled past Daleville 33-7 last week to up its record 
to 6-1. The Bobcats have won six straight games since a 
season-opening loss to 4A power Andalusia, and while not 
all of the wins have been easy, they were wins and kept the 
‘Cats on a roll. In Class 4A, Andalusia spanked Slocomb 
49-0 as the undefeated Bulldogs improved their record 
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to 8-0 as they head toward a showdown with top-ranked 
Montgomery Catholic in the regular season finale. During 
the eight wins, the ‘Dogs have outscored their victims 392- 
91! In Class SA, Charles Henderson stunned Eufaula 34-7 
to clinch its first region title since back in 2013, when the 
Trojans reached the 4A finals. The Trojans had struggled 
to post a combined record of 10-29 the last four seasons, 
but have come back to life and showed last week they are 
a team to be reckoned with. In Class 7A, Enterprise kept 
its slim playoff hopes alive with an impressive 51-28 win 
over Dothan. The Wildcats need to win out and get some 
help along the way to make the post-season party, but are 
definitely a team no one would want to play when the 
playoffs kick off in four weeks. 

*** The week in the college football world went 
pretty much as expected with Alabama and Troy winning 


_ at home and Auburn getting blown out at Georgia. Up 


in Tuscaloosa, the Crimson Tide managed to somehow 
survive in its 24-20 conference showdown with Texas A 
& M, but it was obvious from the start that the offensive 
staff had no real game plan for the Tide’s back-up quar- 
terback and the kicker that I once thought was the best in 
the nation missed two field goals that could have cost his 
team the game. Up at Troy, I went to my second game 
in three weeks and was once again impressed with the 
speed that the Trojans have on both sides of the ball. The 
Trojans may not be big physically, but they make up for it 
with their intensity and love for the game. Over at Athens, 
Auburn would have probably lost the game anyway to 
a more talented Georgia team, but the fake punt with 
the scored tied at 0-0 was the turning point in the game 
and the Tigers never again had a chance. In my opinion, 
Auburn’s coaches don’t have a feel for the talent, or lack 
of talent at the plains, and it is past time the powers to be 
admit the mistake in hiring the current coach and his staff 
and just clean house.

Elba Tigers pound Panthers Ste ae

_ The Elba Tigers strength- 
ened their hold on the top 
spot in the region standings 
Thursday night with a big 
62-28 road win over the 
Georgiana Panthers. 

Elba received the open- 
ing kickoff and drove 
61 yards in seven plays 
and overcame twenty 
yards in penalties to get 
on the scoreboard.
